Those who believe with Rabe 
that Fiesta is a blind horse, point 
to the tottering student budget 
and ask where the cash money is 
coming from. The drag on the 
treasury for funds to create the 
hew cafeteria and to outfit the 
football squad with sweaters has 
been colossal. The profits of foot- 
ball were turned over to the cafe- 
teria, but that was only a start. 
Basketball’s intake has been run- 
ning behind the original estimate, 
and this loss must be made good 

in some other department. Clearly 
then, the situation is far from 
rosy. 

‘Of course, it is true that the 
profits of football (when there 
are any) are always turned over 
to something or other, and basket- 
ball’s gate consistently runs be- 
hind, and a year when the treasur- 
‘er could not howl a dirge about 
the state of the student wallet 
would be truly singular. But this 
time the wolf is really here. The 
situation may be exaggerated as 
it usually is but very certainly 
does exist.

But the element of sentiment 
-a feeling freshmen clearly do not 
know exists-is going to govern the 
outcome of this particular brawl. 
Take it from the sophomores and 
alumni that no long-faced exche- 
quer with a tale of fiscal woes 
‘will ever dictate to them about 
their Fiesta. 

Add to this the. feeling of the 
faculty and certain other more 
practical thinking individuals that 
the advertising benefits derived 
alone justify the cost of the holi- 
day, and Rabe’s cause looks rather 
hopeless. It is reported that if 
Fiesta is abandoned, another high 

“school day will be instituted. The 
ultimate cost would be the same 
as that of Fiesta. 

It is intriguing to note that. an 
unnamed soph is avowedly “out 
for” Rabe if his anti-Fiesta case 
is pressed too strongly.
